absent members, at any time after the hour has arrived to which the 
Council have adjourned, may have a call of the Council, and haye 
the names of the absentees entered upon the journal. 
' Ruve 2. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order, 
and may speak on all questions of order in preference to any other 
member, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide on 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Council.

In all cases where the sergeant-at-arms of either House, 
by reason of official engagements or other causes, be unable to 
execute the commands or process of ‘the House of which he is an 
officer, it shall be theduty of the sergeant-at-arms of the other 
House to execute such commands, together with such process, as 
may be directed to him by the presiding officer thereof.

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The news of this distressing occurrence, has occasioned deff feel- 
ing in the hearts of the community. A U. S. force, under the com- 
mand of Major Haller, of the 4th infantry, and one company of 
volunteers, commanded by Nathan Olney, Esġ., are now in pursuit 
of the murderers, having engaged in the expedition, upon the recep- 
tion of the news at the “ Dalles,” with a promptitude the most grat- 
ifying and commendable. It is very much to be hoped that it may 
be in the power of the authorities to inflict upon the perpetrators of 
this great outrage, the punishment they so richly merit, 

You will do me a personal favor, and your constituents a great. 
service, by calling the attention of the Department of War, to the 
fact of the necessity of the establishment of a garrison, or military 
post, at or near “ Fort Boise” Were it only kept up during the 
summer and fall months, while the immigrants are on the road, it 
would be of incalculable benefit in keeping in check the propensities 
of the Indians to robbery and violence. 

Indeed, I conceive it to be a matter of the chiefest importance that 
our government should give more attention to this matter of protec- 
tion and defence, of the annual emigration towards the Pacific. If 
it be not practicable to afford protection over the entire route, let 
sufficient forces from the posts at the extremes of the territory, be 

$ directed to make summer and fall excursions into the heart of the 
Indian country, and in the vicinity of the immigrant routes. Are 
there not posts within the settlements, in this and Washington Ter- 
ritories, the location of which might be changed, with advantage, to 
the frontier ? 

My dear sir, with every confidence in your spirit and energy, I 
leave this matter in your hands; press it with all earnestness and! 
force upon the department, and if need be, upon Congress. ‘The 
lives of our people must not be sacrificed, when it is in the power of 
the government to avert it. o

I hope to have this reinforcement in motion for the theater of 
action by the 25th inst.

Other acts of violence have been conimitted hy the Indians on the 
other trails into this Territory. A’conipany of volunteers by order 


of Goy. Davis, made an excursion on the south route, to meet the , 


immigration and protéct it from apprehended danger. A small de- 
tachment of this command was attacked by & large body of Indians 
(in, ambush. on both sides of the road) near the sink ôf Lost river. 
On the middle or new qoute, coming in, as you remember, from Mal- 
heur into Lane county, 4 Mr. Turners party was attacked, and one 
man was killed—young Stewart, of Corvallis. I cannot but deplore 
the necessity that demands the enforcement of measures involving 
such am gxpenditure of money. ButI beg to assure you that the 
greatest care will be exercised,.and the most rigid edononly prac- 
tised, in the coiftracting of “habilities. So long as the people of 
Oregon are left to protege themselves—to punish Indian depreda- 
tions and repel Indian hostilities — the expenses incident thereto 
ought cheerfully to be paid by Congress, as I have no doubt: but that 
they will be. # Š

with Lieut. Col. Bonneville, commander of the post, I was informed 
that he deemed it necessary to decline co-operating with you in thig 
matter, for the following reasons, viz: ` 

‘That a detachment of seventy men of his command, had been sent 
to Fort Dalles, which was deemed by the commander of that post, a 
sufficient additional force, in the present emergency. : t] 

That the depredations had been committed far from the settle- 
ments, and the immigration of thẹ present year had already passed i 
that point; there was no probability of a repetition of them ; which 
obviated the necessity of a force being placed immediately in the | 
field. 

That he was of the opinion that winter operations in that region, 
were impracticable—that the government troops would be in the field 
early in the Spring, and use évery means possible, to secure and 
punish the offenders. ? 

That Gen. Wool, commander of the Pacific Division, was hourl 
expected ; the whole matter would be laid before him on his real 
and your Excellency immediately advised of his action thereon. 

That upon the eve of the arrival of his superior officer, he should 
not feel justified in furnishing the supplies asked for, especially as 
he doubted the necessity of the movement, in the present state of 
affairs; that if greater force was deemed necessary, he had no doubt 
Gen. Wool would order two companies of dragoons from Fort Lane, 
upon this service. i

‘In view of the U. S. Military department declimng to furnish 
subsistence, munitions of war, &e., towards fitting out the expedi- 
tion, is it probable that the people at large could supply these wants 
in time to get them into the interior before winter ?

To His Excellency Gro. L. Curry, Acting Governor of Oregon * 


Sır :—In reply to the interrogations contained in your note of this 
morning, requesting a written opinion on the subject of the contem- 
lated campaign agaist the Snake Indians; I have to state, that 
Torere desirable it may be to punish the perpetrators of the recent 
massacre of our people, I do not consider it practicable to accom- 
plish that object by making a winter campaign, with the limited re- 
sources at the command of the government. My opinion in the matter’ 
is based upon my knowledge of the country, occupied by the Snake: 


tribe, and my experience in Indian warfare, together with such relia- * 


ble information as I have been able to derive from Messrs. Craigie 
and Johnson, who have resided at Fort Boise for many years. I 
understand that these Indians, who have for the last few years mani- 
fested a decidedly hostile attitude towards the emigration, are pre- 
datory tribes, occupying the country fromthe Grand Ronde to the: 
vicinity of Fort Hall, a distance of some four hundred miles, and 
that their country extends far to the north and south of the emigrant 
trails and that those tribes are divided into small bands scattered. 
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over different portions of thigeimmense region; that they are possess- 
ed of but little stock, orpréperty of any kind, which would embarass 
their speedy movements ;‘tigir principle reliance for subsistence be~ 
ing upon the fish obtained ffom the Columbia river during the sum- 
mer months, which are dried and “‘ cached” away for winter uses. 

The country inhabited by those tribes being beyond the Blue. 
mountains, and being a sterile, arid region, affords nothing upon 
which a command could subsist daring the winter months, besides the 
the elevation is. soygreat that snow falls to sufficient depth, during 
ordinary winters;*to render it impossible to operate against those 
tribes with any prospect of success, when we take into consideration 
in‘Gorfection with those disadvantages the great rigor of the chmate, 
the cold being sufficiently intense as frequently to form ice from three 
to four feet thick, we must readily come to the conclusion, as to what 
themffeei wonld be upon a body of hastily raised and illy equipped 
voluiiteers destitute as they must be of all the supplies and appli- 
ances, which tend-and are necessary,to render an army effective in the 
field. In addition to‘tbe other sorbus i eain to em- 
barass a winter campai yond the Blue mountains, the impor- 
tant fact should not ? oe reed that before a force can each ths 
enemy’s country they will be compelled to perform a march of six 
hundred miles over an uninhabited desert country, generally destitute 
of grass at this season of the year, rendering it certgin that, when 
arrived at the point of destined operations, what animals should then 
be alive would be entirely insufficient for the arduous and continued 
exertions necessary to overtake and punish a scattered and flying 
enemy. I apprehend that an expedition against those Indians would 
be like previous expeditions against the Indians of this country, in 
which it has been demonstrated that the difficulty consists more in 
finding than in the killing. 

I am aware that many persons honestly entertain the opinion that 
the winter is the most suitable time to undertake campaigns against 
the Indians—but with all deference to such, I am compelled to say 
that my own observations haye led me to a different conclusion. It 
is a fact, in no wise disparaging to white men, that the habits of the 
Indians are such, as to enable them to subsist on less food, carry on 
‘war with less means, and in a mountain country, keep entirely þe- 
yond the reach of the white man. "I -~ 

From what information I have been able to obtain, and eonsider- 
ing all the disadvantages under which we must labor, I believe the 
season is too far advanced to organize a force, and reach the enemy’s. 
country, in time to render any important service before winter sets 
in. The contemplated movements partake of the character of an 
offensive war, in which case it is desirable to ascertain that our re- 
sources are equal to the emergency, and to devise means te do as 
much harm, as practicable, to the enemy, with as little as-possible 
to-ourselves. I admit, that a defensive war admits of no such pru- 


. dential considerations. 


In addition to the obstacles which are naturally opposed. to the 
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contemplated movement, it would be well to consider the necessity 
of the case—that the Indians have committed the revolting outrages 
charged, no one denies, and that there being no settlements, or emi- 

rants within their reach, it would appear that their power to do 
further mischief, is, for the present, destroyed. 

The officers of the army, I understand, have forwarded what re- 
lief they deem necessary, for the present emergency, and decline 
making a requisition for a greater force, or contributing to the sup- 
port of those who may be called out. They being on the spot, and 
having facilities for knowing all the facts, entitles their jadgment to 
respect. 

Those Indians being unable to permanently abandon their country, 
or to subsist withont the benefit of their fisheries, it appears to me 
that the whole question of their chastisement resolves itself into the 
question as to the proper time to undertake it with a probability.of 
success. My opinion is, that a campaign commenced early in the 


‘spring, and continued through the summer, would, in addition to 


protecting the immigration, accomplish more, with less suffering and 
expense, and probability of defeat, than could possibly result from 
a Winter campaign. Without going into details, I am ftee to express 
it as my opinion, that with the present resources of the territory, 
and in the absence of any ready money, it would be impossible to 


‘concentrate a sufficient.quantity of supplies at any point east.of the 


Blue Mountains, on which to subsist an efficient command during the 
winter. For these reasons, and others which E have not time, at 
present to urge, I should most unhesitatingly advise against the or- 
dering forward a volunteer force, under existing circumstances. 
Doubtless when the whole question, and the reasons which have 
induced you to countermand your proclamation, is properly under- 
stood by the gallant men who-have come forward, and offered their 
personal service with such alacrity, they will be satisfied with your 
decision, and others will have little reason to complain.

Whereas, a proclamation was made on the 18th instant, authori- 
zing the enrollment of two companies of volunteers, for the purpose 
of the chastisement of the Indians who perpetrated the recent mel- 
ancholy outrage near Fort Boise—and the U. S. military anthori- 
ties having put a force im the field, which they deem sufficient, and 
having declined to co-operate with the expedition, even by furnishing 
it-with the necessary munitions of war for its equipment, and be- 
lieving that these essentials cannot be procured, nor subsistence and 
other supplies furnished from the settlements at large, in time to 
enable.the expedition to strike an effective jblow before winter will 
-have set ‘in, or to get a sufficient quantity of them transported to so 
remote a point in the intenor, as the scene of the disaster, to make 


© them available for a winter campaign;

This proclamation is therefore issued, while acknowledging the 
gallantry of those who responded so proomiiy to the call, that the 
said enrollment may be countermanded, with the hopo that unless 
the massacre shall have been avenged by the forces already out, the 
Assembly, at the ensuing session, will take:measures to warrant the 
undertaking so soon as winter shall have passed.

Dear Sir :--I have received to-day information of an official char- 
acter in substance of a declination on the part of the military repre- 
sentatives of the U. S.%at Vancouver, to co-operate with, or aid me 
in any manner in fitting out an expedition to punish the prepetrators 
of the recent massacre near Fort Boise. 

Beside this I learn that there is a much larger force already order- 
ed out by Col. Bonneville than I had supposed ; sufficient, at least, 
to strike a decisive blow. Without this co-operation I find it next 
to impossible to get the expedition in the field in a condition, and sit- 
uation to be sufficient ira winter campaign. 

_ You will therefore immediately upon the receipt of this counter- 
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mand so far as may be in your power, the previous action of your 
Department. My only instruction to you under the circumstances 
is to do the best for the Territory that you can in the rescinding of 
contracts, Sc. :

Dear Sir :—Upon the receipt of this, you will take steps to stay 
any further enrollment of volunteers for the expedition to the Snake 
cougtry. I find so many obstacles in the way of the successful ac- 
complishment of the object of the undertaking, that necessity, not 
choice, obliges me to give it up for the present. A refusal on the 
part of the military, at Vancouver, to co-operate with me in any 
way, towards putting the expedition in the field in an effectual man- 
ner, is a most important obstacle, as the munitions of war cannot 
be obtained in our midst, until it would be too late to strike an effec- 
tive blow before the setting in of winter. J could not think of put- 
ting a force in the interior, to remain during the winter, without 
being, in all respects, in a condition aad situation proper under the 
circumstances. ~“ $

Dear Sir:—I received your communication of the 22d instant, 
informing me that in consequence of the refusal of the United States 
military officers, at Vancouver, to co-operate with you in chastising 
the Indians engaged in the recent massacre near Fort Boise, and for 
other reasons, you have deemed it best to countermand your procla- 
mation of the 18th instant, ‘galling out the Oregon militia, &c., &c., 
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snd instructing me, as far asit was compatible with the interests of 


‘ Oregon, and those cénceraed, to countermand the previous contracts. 


madé by the Commissary Department of Oregon ‘Territory, &c. 

Fortunately for the interests of the territory, after the reception 
of the two communications by me, (and which I immediately for- 
warded for your inspection on the 22d instant), one from the acting 
commissary, and the other from the acting quartermaster at Fort 
Vancouver} declining to furnish assistance, and the dash of cold 
water thrown upon your very laudable undertaking, through them, 
by the commanding officer at that place, I had anticipated a reaction 
on your part, and so arranged thé conditions of most of my contracts 
as to put it in my power to complete or annul them on the first of the 
ensuing week, so ss to be in time to meet the immediate demands on 
this-department, should that not occur. I had, however, ascertained 
that? sufficient supplies for the subsistence of the two companies 
called into service by you, could have been furnished in time, and 
tolerably fair terms, by active operations through the commissary 
department of Oregon Territory. I had, however, purchased with- 
out condifion, one hundred toad of sheep, of Dr. Tolmie, at six dol- 
lars pér head. This contract he declines to rescind, without paying 
him one hundred dollars damage. ‘This I declined, believing that 
they could be sold to the butcher here, for nearly the amount paid, 
as they dre all fat wethers. One of them I have already slaughtered’ 
for the use of this department. I had also purchased, on the same 
conditions, one horse, bridle and saddle, for ninety-five dollars, and 
thirty bushel of oats, delivered at one dollar per bushel; hired four 
men to: make contracts for supplies, and the same number of horses 5 
one of the men is yet absent on that business, though I have taken 
measures to have him re-called. This, with contingent expenses in- 
curred by me, is all that has not been rescinded, unless Mr. Sifers, 
now out, has made contracts that will require my assistance in coun- 
termanding. i 

I will at a proper time make out and forward you a” detailed ac- 
count of all the liabilities of the Territory by this Department. With 
regard to countermanding the eall for additional forces from the ¢iti~ 
zens of Oregon Territory, I will not express an opinion, as the respon- 
sibility does not rest upon me. ButI cannot divest myself of the 
general opinion that prevails in this community, of the entire incom- 
petency of the fragments of companies of United States Infantry now 
stationed on the Pacifie coast, and particularly in Oregon Territory, 
to do justice to the.injuries and insults now offered to humanity in gen- 
eral, and to this community in particular. These inhuman butch- 
eries were made upon our citizens, and in our Territory, upon persons 
who have chosen their homes amongst us, and the protection of our 
municipal regulations, as well as that of the Federal Government. 
‘We have a right to claim protection from the General Govern- 
ament; but the laws of God as well as those of nature, forbids that 
wé should stasd idly gazing upon such seenes of horror with our hands 
in fetters with a consciousness at the same time of the utter incapaci» 
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ty or inability of those in the field to bring it to a speedy and satis- 


factory termination. There is a fearful responsibility in the defeat ` 


of this expedition, that rests somewhere, my earnest desire is that it 
may not fall upon the head of one who has given so many proofs of 
his devotedness to the interests of this community.

Sir:--I have the honor to state, that on the 20th ultimo, in the 
vicinity of Fort Boise, a post of the Hudgon’s Bay Company, situ- 
ate some six hundred and fifty miles from this place, and four hundred 
and fifty from the Dalles of the Columbia river, a party of the ım- 
migration, numbering between twenty and thirty souls, were mas sa- 
cred by the We-net Indians, one of the numerous bands of the Sho- 
shones or Snake tribe. ‘The women, after suffering the most revolting 
treatment, were killed by torture, and the httle children of the party 
burned to death. The first version received of this melancholy news, 
‘was, in-substance,.that the men of the company had been shot down, 
her engaged in driving their teams, unarmed and unsuspicious of 

anger. 
he receipt of such news at Fort Dalles, caused the officer in 
charge of that post to despatch a small force of regular troops, with 
a company of immigrants and citizens of that vicinity, commanded 
by Nathan Olney, Esq., consisting of thirty-seven men, who volun- 
teered for the service; in pursuit of the! Indians. Almost simulta- 
neous, I received the intelligence of the massacre of the women and 
childen, and information from Mr. Olney, desiring assistance, I there. 
fore issued a proclamation onthe 18th instant, callmg for the én- 
rollment of two companies of volunteers. 
.. Public feeling had been so intensely excited by this most unprece- 
dented outrage, that I should have been deemed indifierent to the 
interests of the territory, and the discharge of my duty, had I taken 


no official action towards the apprehension, or punishment, of the ` 
perpetrators of the outrage, and I should have felt myself derelict ' 


to the-responsibilities resting upon me. 
Understanding that there was an sbundance of subsistence, mu- 
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nitions of war, camp equipage, and all the requisites for the outfit 
of such an expedition at Fort Dalles, it was my hope that through 
these means, I would be enabled to facilitate the undertaking, so that 
the force could have gone forward with all possible despatch, and 
accomplished effective service before the setting in of winter. 

I regret to state, however, that the chief in command, at Vancou- 
ver, declined the co-operation I had so certainly expected, even to 
the supplying the munitions of war essential to the equipment of the 
expedition—alledging, among other reasons, that it was not an emer- 
gency that warranted such an enterprise—that the force already out 
‘was thought to be quite adequate for the occasion, &c., &c. 

No doubt the supplies necessary—subsistence, ammunition, means 
of transportation, &c., could have been obtained, in time, from the 
settlements at large, though not soon enough, I was apprehensive, to 
get the expedition, in an efficient condition, across the ‘Blue Moun- 
tains before the period would have elapsed beyond which, travel over 
these mountains would be extremely hazardous, if not utterly im- 

racticable. Under these circumstances, I was constrained to abah- 

on the undertaking, and the enrollment, which had been responded , 
to in the most gallant manner, was countermanded on the 23d inst., 
by proclamation. ` 

I feel it my duty to observe that Indian depredation upon life and 
property, has also been committed, the present season, upon the 
other two immigrant trails conducting into this valley, and respect- 
fully to submit whether the melancholly occurrences that have be- 
fallen the immigration of the present year, do not demonstrate the 
absolute necessity of the establishment of a military “post at some 
point near Fort Boise, were it only to be kept up during the clement 
seasons of the year. If this is judged to be unadvisable, it would 
be well to have detachments from the posts at the northern and 
southern extremes of the territory, make excursion into the interior, 
along the immigrant road, as far as Fort -Hall, at least, while the 
immigrants are en route, which would have a most salutary effect 
upon the Indians, and a very great tendency to check their disposi- 
tion to acts of violence and depredation. l 

It is very sincerely to be regretted, that the troops at Forts Van- 
couver and Dalles, instead of the inactive life they have beer accus- 
tomed-to, had not made such excursions the present year, which if 
is quite probable would have saved us from the appalling calamity 
which has so shocked our whole community. 


I beg to remark, that the people of this territory do not appear to 


__ be satisfied that the military force now in the field, is by any means 


adequate to the emergency, nor calculated to inflict a punishment 
upon our Indian enemies, commensurate with the magnitude of their 
crime. Its character, at least, does not suggest such a gratifying 
belief. With the exception of the few volunteers with it, the de- 
tachment is composed of men unacquainted with equestrian exercises, 
altogether unsuited to the service in which they are engaged, as ara 
the entire forces of Forts Vancouver and Dglles, unadapted to effi- 
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cient operations against Indians—consisting, as they do, of artillery 
and infantry detachments—troops of a character more proper to 
protect a commercial sea-board, than an extensive Indian frontier. 
If furnished with the requisite munitions of war, the people of 
Oregon are competent to protect themselves from Indian aggression, 
nor do they wish the general government to maintain military posts 
within their settlements, rather than on the frontier, or in the mte- 
rior of the Indian country, where such establishments are eminently 
néeded, and where incalculable benefit would be sure to result from 
the moral effect alone of their existence.

Dear Sir :—Participating most deeply in the universal horror, 
occasioned by the inhuman massacre of our citizens, on Snake river, 
upon the receipt of your requisition for two companies, by the mail 
of Friday last, I immediately left home for this post, in order to 
learn exactly, what had been done, and what was contemplated, for ` 
the protection of the immigration still in the mountains, and exposed 
to the same barbarities. Upon arrival at the post, I Jezrned from 
the officers that all the force deemed necessary by the officer in com- 
mand at the Dalles, (Major Raines), had been promptly forwarded 
from this post, with assurance from the veteran Colonel in command 
here, (Bonneville), that himself, with all the officers and men, yet 
remaining at Vancouver, stood ready, upon the first intimation of 
necessity from Major Raines, to proceed to the exposed region. Col. 
Bonneville very frankly exhibited to me the correspondence of Com- 
missary General McCarver, and Assistant Quartermaster McCraken,. 
in relation to supplies from this post, addressed to Capt. T. L. 
Brent, Acting Quartermaster of the post, and responded to by that 
officer. Col. Bonneville regrets that ‘Capt. Brent did not furnish, - 
with his own reply, a copy of his, Col. Bonneville’s, letter to Capt.. 
Brent, settmg forth the reasons why supplies called for could not be 
furnished, a copy of which letter, I have the honor to enclose now, 
that there may be no misunderstanding in regard to: the matter. 
This letter will show you that the Colonel has not only acted most 
promptly, but that he has done all that was asked by the officer in 
command at the Dalles, who is supposed to be in receipit ef the ear- 
Hest information, and most reliable, on account of his preximity to,. 

„and constant communication with the Snake river country, and has 
also signified his readiness to furnish, if called for, additional ‘force. 
Cot. Bonneville will, upon the slightest exigency, furnish you with 
information requiring your co-operation, and, I am sure, desires, as 
do all the officers at this post, a most cordial co-operation in every 
necessary measure, as well for the protection of immigrants, as the 
punishment of offenders. With this object, (a mutual good under- 
standing), the Colonel forwards this communication by express, and 
I am sure you will appreciate it, as well as my own humble interpo- 
sition in the matter.

‘The facts of the recent murders, &c., haye been re- 
ported to the Major General, commanding the Pacific Department, 
and his instructions are oper every moment. The commanding 
officer at Fort Dalles, has been supplied with all the force asked for, 
with offers for more if needed.

_~ ii thesoù -eastern portion of our territory, will indicate my action, 


and serve in part-seply to your inquiry. I have not reecived official 
information, confirmatory, or dispreviug the rumors in circulation, 
charging those in the serviceof the Hudson's Bay Company, with 
selling arms and ammunition to Indians. The only, evidence I have, 
was brought down by emigrants, and ‘I believe the substance of it 
has been published in the “ Standard.” One young man affirmed. 
that he heard thé person in charge at Fort Boise, assert that he had 
sold, and would continue to do so, ammunition to tliem, but I believe 
this conversation took place before the massacre. The only instruc- 
tions given me, in reference to this company’s trading establishments, 
was iu a letter from the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, referring 
me to the instructions given Gov. Stevens, of Washington Territory, 
which you will find published in the yolume of * President’s Message, 
with accompanying documents,” of last session of Congress. 

Application wag made, during the summer, to give orders to pre- 
vent them from taking goods into the interior. This, I conceived, 
we had no right tọ do, as by the treaty of 1846, they were secured 
the right to transport goods through the territory, and I doubt our 
yight to interrogate them as to the destination of their merchandise, 
but if sold in the territory, they would be amenable to our laws. _, 

I have barely time, before the mail closes, to say this much. , Mx. 
E. R. Geary will be at Salem during the week, and will explain 
further. It was my intention to have come by way of Salem, and 
had a personal interview, but the rain coming, and my train haying 
statted in advance, without being properly guarded against wet 
weather, induced me to follow the direct route, >

Sir:—My letter of the 25th instant, informed you:.of your ap- 
pointment as Special Agent, for the Indian tribes in Oregons. I now 


, transmit you such instructions as I deem important, te direct you 


in the discharge of the duties of your office; very much, howeyer, 

tis confided to your discretion, and your knowledge of,gtliéycountyyy, 
and ae Tadians inhabitmg,that region, will enable, you to act effi, 
ciently. f a a EA 

Herctufore, that part of Oregon lying east of the Cascade moun- 
tains, and south of the 44th parallel of latitude, has not been con- 
nected with any particular-district. Our limite knowledge of this 
extensive tract, and the hostile character of its savage inhabitants, 
evinced in a Jong succession of aggressions on the lives and property 
of our citizens, render-it necessary to station an agent among them, 
and it is therefore assigned you as your district. ` 

The 44th parallel is supposed to cross Snake River at or below 
Fort. Boise, and traverse the Cascade mountains in the vicinity of the 
Snow Butes, usually known as the Three Sisters. ° 

Ag’t R. R. Thompson, in charge of the north-eastern district, 
will co-operate with you, in existing emergencies, but the duties of 
his own field, will not permit him to remam Jong with you. 

Theshostile attitude of the Indians on Snake, river, will, in all 
probability, require you, if it be practicable, to remain, during the 
winger‘in that vicinity. You will co-operate with the military force 
now in that country, and render every aid in your power, in virtue 
of yaur office, to bring the perpetrators of the late outrages to early 
and .condign punishment. At the same time, you will spare no et- 
forts to save those Indians, wha are known to be well affected to the 
whites, from being involved in the retribution provoked by the nefa- 
rious deeds of the guilty, i ; 

The impunity with which these savages have, for years, robbed: 
and murdered defenceless immigrants, has, ‘doubtless, impressed 
them with the opinion, that we are weak, or indifferent to the wrongs 
inflisted on our citizens, and’has rendered them more insolent and au- 
dacious. They will, therefore, need signal and terrible proof of 
their mistake in this regard, and this should by no means fail to be 
accomplished. But, at the same time; all unnecessary sacrifice of 
human life, should be avoided; and to this end, you will use all pos- 
a eae a to ascertain ang discriminate between hostile and friend- 
ly bands. tie 
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> The punishment inflicted, éhduld plainly appear to be the dictate 
of stern“jastick, ¥athér thamef revenge. It should not be forgotten 
that we are a civilixédmid cliristian people, and they savage and ig- 
norant. Women and children should, if possible, be saved, that 
they may, at the same time, be impressed with a sense of our pow- 
er, and our humanity. When the mnocent and the guilty are pun- 
ished alike, there.is no stimulus to good conduct, but the reverse. 
The season is téo for advanced to forward you any considerable 
amount of Supplies, or Indian goods, nor do I suppose many will be 
needed; ag your efforts, during the winter, will be directed to the 
aiseovery. aid’arrest' of offenders, the establishment of friendly rela- 
tions¥ and to acquiring such information respecting the country, and 
its inhabitants, as will be useful in directing our future operations. 
_gehe antes face of the country, course of the streams, the 
Aber, location and characteristics of the various bands and tribes, 
‘their ‘eonditién;.sourices of subsistence, and feelings towards the 
whites, will be proper, objects of inquiry. ` : 
It is apprehended That thereapidity of unprincipled white persons 
thas contributed spe A present state of affairs, and you will 
be careful to inqinr€ into the'grounds of such suspicions, if there be

ny. 

` Reports have reached me that persons in the service of the Hud- 
SOS a Conipaiiy, at Fort Boise, have, since the late massacro, 
furnished arms and aYamunition to the Indians, receiving in return, 
money taken by them from our murdered citizens. Should you have 
good reason to ausfect any person, or persons, of such perfidy, you 
will cause such to be arrested, and sent for trial, and* punishment, 
to the proper authorities. I, {in connection with this subject), sug- 
gest the propriety of closing the doors of Fort Boise, ae a trading 
post of the H. B, Company. No license has been granted them, 
hot do I think it-proper.to grant license to any one in their service, 
nor to any one'vonrected in the remotest way with them, now, or 
heretofore. Such an indulgence is in violation of law, and ‘déemed 
dangerous to the peace and security of our citizens. Weak minded 
and-ignorant persons in that service, may, from a mistaken idea of 
interest, or from prejudice, influence the Indians against our citizens; 
hei are not wanting that such attempts have heretofore been 
made. ad 

Wrongs also, in all probability, have been inflicted on the Indiana, 
By some of our on citizens, who, reckless of their own safety, or 
that of others, éommit-acts that provoke savage vengeance. When 
in your power, redress these wrongs, and in return, exact from: tho 
Indians, for the injuries they inflict, such reparation as their conduct 
and cireumstanees nay demand. 

‘ I contemplate entering into treaties, during “the ensuing season, 
with all the Indians in-Oregon, Tor the purchase of the country, and 
their colonization in suitable districts, where they may be instructed 
in the arts and usagés of civilization; and you will accordingly, in 
your explorations, have an eye to portions suitable for Indian ro- 
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‘serves, and report fully in regard to them. ft may be deemed advi- 
sable to locate them in places remote from the white scttlements, and 
the great thoroughfares of immigration. Due regard, however, in 
all cases, must be had in selecting reserves, to their convenience and 
accessibility, in view of transporting their stipulated supplics. 

A recent visit to Klamath Lake, and infermation derived from In- 
diana in the vicinity of Toqua Lake, and a stream entering it from 
the east, induce me to consider that region as affording a desirable 
location for the Indians of this and Umpqua valley, m addition to 
the native bands. It may also afford a sufficient extent of agricul- 
tural land, to warrant the gathering in the adjacent bands of the 
Diggers, living east of the Klamath country. ‘The altitude of this 
region would suggest that the winters might be severe, and yet the 
frail dwellings of the natives, indicate a mild climate. : 

It is desirable that the greatest nymber of bands, at all compati- 
ble with their proper government, should be assembled on the same 
reserve, that a less number of agents, farmers, mechanics, teachers, 
&c., may be required, and thus the expense economised. 

Before any permanent arrangements are made, it is important to 
ascertain, accuratély, the number of men, women and children, in 
the respective tribes. This will demand your early care, and you 
will, from time to time, inform me of your progress, adding such 
other information as you may judge useful. No enumeration of the 
tribes east of the country of the Klamaths, has ever been made, and 
the estimate in my annual report, a copy of which is sent you, May 
prove very erroneous. i 

You will inform me, at the earliest moment, of the state of 
affairs in your district, and set forth the kind and quantity of sup- 
plies needed, to enable you to act efficiently and promptly. 

A blank form of bond, which you will cause to be filled up and 
signed, is herewith enclosed, and should there be no Territorial offi- 
eer authorized to administer the oath of office, at hand, Agent 
Thompson will administer it. You will then transmit it to Judge 
Olney, for his certificate of the sufficiency of the security, with di- 
wections to have it forwarded to this office.

From an examination of the revenue estimate for 1855, which is 
based upon the assessment rolls of the counties therein mentioned, 
and now on file in this’ office—with the exception of Linn, which is 
taken from the assessment roll of 1853—and, comparing it with the 
pubhe debt, it will be seen that the territory, under a continuance of 
a sound and judicious legislation, such as distinguished the policy of 
the legislature of 1853-4, will not only be free from the incubus of a 
territorial debt, but that the present, to some extent, onerous taxa- 
tion, will be greatly diminished. 

During the past year, there were presented at this office, for audit- 
ing, a very considerable number of accounts, for services, and work, 
&c., performed upon the territorial-road from Astoria to the Willa 
mette valley. From their aggregate amount, (it being several thou-

Of the University Land Commissioner, made Dec. 11th, 1854. 
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To the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory: 


In compliance with the act “creatmg the office of commissioner 
to control, protect and sell”? the University lands of the Terntory, 
“and to define his powers and duties,” I beg leave to submit the 
following report : : z 

In entering upon the discharge of my official duties, soon after the 
close of the last session of the Legislative Assembly I immediately pro- 
ceeded to gain all possible information in regard to the University Jands 
of the Territory. It appeared that the board of commissioners appointed 
to select the two townships of land granted by Congress for Univer- 
sity pee had made three several reports to the Surveyor Gene- 
ral, dated respectively, June 24th, October 8th, and December 2d, 

1853: therein designating certain lands selected. These reports r 

remained on file in the office of the Surveyor General, but that officer f : 

had not yet designated the tracts approved by him according to law. . si 

Upon calling the attention of the acting incumbent of that office to bog 

the subject, he directed an examination of the reports, and, under 

date of March 10, 1854, furnished statements of such tracts of land 

located as he was enabled to approve, amounting in the aggregate to 
‘ £1,983 55-100 acres, leaving 5,056 45-100 acres to be located, to 
make the quantity of one township, (23,040, 4-100 acres,) granted 
south of the Columbia river. ` 

Being in possession of. the necessary information, I proceeded to 
the vicinity of the lands approved, where it was made known that a 
number of trespasses had heen committed by cutting and removing \ 
timber. So far as the persona committing these trespasses could 
be ascertained, they were informedof the requirements of law in 
such cases, and thus far all difficulties of this nature have been yi 
amicably adjusted by such remuneration as could be agreed upon 3, 
according to the particular circumstances of each case. Whilst

the satisfaction paid may not have been fully commensurate with the 
actual damages sustained, yet the unavoidable expenses attending a 
series of law suits would probably have more than overbalanced the 
damages recovered. ‘l'his mode of settling such cases, however, 
tend to make them, to some extent, a personal matter between the 
commissioner and accused, and hence not likely to be adopted in 
future. To the end, therefore, more effectually to prevent the com- 
mission of similar acts, I would respectfully submit that section 
eleven, chapter two, of the “ Act relating to common schools and 
school lands,” making it an indictable offence to trespass upon 
school lands, be made applicable to University lands by legislative 
enactment. 

It was also found that a number of persons had settled upon cer- 
tain of, the University lands. ‘The attention of these parties, and 
also the board of commissioners by which the lands were located, 
was called to the facts. After an investigation of the whole matter, 


the board, owing to existing doubts a an to the legality of the 


reports of October Sth and December 2d, and the importunities of 
the claimants and their counsellors, relinquished the disputed tracts y \ 
of lana, in the selection of June 24th, and made a new and formal ` 
return of the unclaimed tracts included in the reports of October 
Sth and December 2d to the Surveyor General, on the 18th day of 

May, 1854, which was approved by that offiggr August dist, 1854. 

i The board also subsequently made returns of funds located, esti- 

mated sufficient in quantity to complete one township; but, of the 

ć tracts contained in these reports, and approved by the Surveyor 
General, the commissioner has not been able to procure a statement, 
although the same has been due for some length of time, and frequent 

/ applications made therefor. 
The conflicts in relation to the lands having been adjusted, I pro- 
ceeded, in compliance to the requisitions of the act of January, 1853, 
directing a sale of not less than one-fourth of a township of these 
lands, having given the legal notice to offer at public sale, onthe 
first. day of August, 1854, certain tracts. No price being fixed by 
law upon the lands, a due regard for the interests of the Universit, 
fund required that the lands should not be disposed of at rates muc 
below their average value, and the commissioner, having by Jaw? 
“full power and control of all lands, and the proceeds thereof,” 
donated fox University purposes, fixed the minimum price at $2 50 
per acre, which, though probably productive of dissatisfaction with 
some of those desirous of purchasing for speculation, has clearly 
appeared as a’ necessary restriction. It is therefore respectfully 
submitted that a minimum price should he fixed by legislative enact. 
ment. The law authorizes but two conditions of sale—cash in hand, 
or a credit of one year, by purchaser giving bond with security and 
a mortgage on the land, with seven per vent. Interest. The terms 
were accordingly fixed at one-half cash, and one-half in one Pew 
Having given pe legal notice, l also offered, on the second day of 
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November, 1854, an additional portion of lands upon the same terms 


_ as before. ‘[he result of these two sales is as follows:

Of the lands disposed of, 837 24-100 acres sold at $3 50 per 
acre, and the balance at the minimum price of $2 50 per acre. 

The mortgages taken to secure deferred payments upon purchases, 
have been deposited with the territorial treasurer, as required by 


_ law, and in consideration of the expense necessarily attendant upon 


procuring the recoding of these mortgages, in the various counties 
' in which the lands are located, it is respectfully suggested that pro- 
vision be made, by which the filing with the territorial treasurer shall 
have the same force and effect, as recording in the several counties. 
Observation has ijn cans that no advantage is to be derived to 
the University fund, by giving a credit for a portion of the purchase 
money, and (unless otherwise directed), the present commissioner 
will make any future sales exclusively upon cash terms, thereby 
avoiding expenses of mortgages, collections, &c., as well as possible 
losses? This rule would probably not be applied in the sale of town 
property, on the ‘Oregon City claim ;”’ the provision of the law 
giving a credit sectas, from good reasons, to have been made with 
special reference to that portion of the University lands. 

The late legislative assembly having passed a memorial, praying 
Congress for furthet legislation in regard to the “‘ Oregon City 
claim,” I deferred action in regard to that portion of the University 
lands, until a sufficient time hed elapsed, after the adjournment of 


Congress, to learn the result of the legislation by that body, per- 


s 


taining to University lands in this territory. 


No change haying been made, so far as relates to that claim, I` _ 


have endeavored to procure the necessary, plats and data of the 
claim and city, which I have been enabled to do but recently. It is 
contemplated, unless interposed by law,"to take measures at an early 
day, as now provided by law, in relation to the disposition of this 
claim, and as litigation is-quite probable to arise, the necessity of 
authorising the employment of counsel, is respectfully suggested, no 
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such authority now existing, and applications to competent counsel- 
lors for their services, have been, consequently, dechned.

'The duties of the commissioner necessgrily require that he should. 
be familiar with the locality and other particulars of the land ; hence 
it may be a question worthy of consideration, whether a proper 
economy would not dictate that the duty of locating the additional 
townships of land, should be imposed on the land commissioner. The 
past transactions, in this respect, appear to warrant this suggestion.

Of the Commiitee to whom was referred House Bill No. 18_and 
me House Bill No. 18. i 
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The judiciary committee, to whom was referred House bill No. 
13, SA bil to legahze the marriage between John C. Carey and 
Sarah Carey,” having had the same under consideration, report that 
the bill under consideration contains provisions which, in the opinion 
of your committee, involve principles of vital importance to the 
interests of our conimunity, and which ought not to be lightly 
esteemed, i 

The fist scetion of the bill proposes to dissolve the bonds of mat- 
rimony ‘between the said John C. Carey and ns wife Martha, to 
whom he was married in 1842. 

Your committee believe that the framers of the constitution of the 
United States wisely divided the government into three departments, 
and that ilo one of ‘these ought ever to assume the exercise of the 
powéts legitimately belonging to either of the others. 

‘The fourteenth section of the act of Congress organizing the Ter- 
ritorial Government of Oregon declares, “Phat the inhabitants of 
said -territory shall be entitled to enjoy all and singular the rights, 
privileges and advantages gianted and secured to the people of the 
tercitory of the United States northwest of the river Ohio, by the 
articles of compact contained in the ordmance for the government of 
said territory, on the thirteenth day of July, seventeen hundred and 
eighty-sever; and shall be subject to all the conditions, and restric- 
tions, and prohibitions in said articles of compact imposed upon the 
people of said territory.” 7 

Article second of said ordinance of sevenicen hundred and eighty- 
seven declares, that “the inhabitants of said territory shall always 
Be entitled to the benefits of the writ ef kabeas corpus, and of the 
trial by jury.” : 

It is a fact too palpable to be denied, that the trial by jury can only 
be had under the judicial department of our government; and that, 


therefore, exparte proceedings in a Legislative Assembly, where the 
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defendant in a cause is deprived of this right, are highly improper, 
to say ‘nothing of their unconstitutionality. 

The bill before us seems to have been called into existence by the 
petition of John C. Carey, setting forth the fact of his marriage to 
Martha, his wife, in 1842; and further, that in 1846, somewhere 
along Platte river, he, under form of marriage, commenced coliabi- 
tation with the person here called Sarah Carey, which they have fol- 
lowed up as husband and wife ever since to the present time. 

It is evident to the minds of your committee, that the petitioner 
well knew he was transgressing the law, by thus entering into this 
connection, yet, notwithstanding, he yoluntarily took the position, 
and has maintained it ever since. š 

He now asks this legislative assembly to declare this voluntary, 
unlawful act of his, to be legal and valid, and the children of the 
said Sarah, by him begotten, to be legitimate to all intents and pur- 
poses ; and the second section of the bill so declares. $ 

The third section of the bill exempts the parties from all penal- 
ties, fines and imprisonments incurred by them or either of them, or 
to which they may be liable, in consequence of the illegality of said 
last mentioned marriage. 

The laws of our country have eyer recognized the marriage rela- 
tion, as one, not only of a civil, but a aacred character, and wisely 
thrown around it the safeguards deemed necessary for its inviolate 
preservation. The well-bfing of society has demanded all this—but 
unfortunately, these, liké other of onr laws, have often been broken 
by the reckless, and the profligate, who, from base and sinister mo- 
tives, or for the gratification of sensual passions, have chogen to risk 
all penalties, and all disgrace which may fall upon them, in conse- 
quence of this wayward course. In the case before us,. the peti- 
tioner, more than eight years after taking upon himself,this risk, 
comes forward and asks this legislative assémbly to throw around 
him the protection of an exypost facta law; to pass an act which 
shall go heck in its operatidns, over the accumulated weight off his 
crimes, and call him innocent ; yea more, that this act shall go still 
further back, and divest the wife of his youth of her legal righta, 
and leave her henceforth, as he has left her hitherto, to struggle on,, 


and sustain herself and little ones, aided only by the cold hand of - 


charity. 

Ler legidlatons consider well the solemnities of the oath they have 
taken, and the nature of the laws, and the constitution they have 
sworn to support. Well may we ask ourselves the question, whether, 
aside from the question of constitutionality, it be the part of wisdom 
or prudence, or consistent with public policy, to enact laws for the 
suppression of crime, and the encouragement and protection of the 
virtuous, and high-minded, the peaceful and the quiet citizens of our 
country, and then turn short’about, and overthrow the fair fabric we 
had raised 2—dash to the earth the bright hopes we had excited ? 

While your committee feels sympathy for the unfortunate parties, 
who are thus praying for relief at our hand, we cannot believe that 
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a sickly sensibility should be allowgd to lead us to acts subversive of 
the ends of justice, and tending to*lower the standard of public 
morals. Wanderers from the path of virtue, and perpetrators of 
crime, have always found their way beset with difficulties, which, 
soon or Inte, must convince them thut “ the way of the transgressor 
is hard.” 

But shall the legislature, on this account, open wide the flood-gates 
of vice, and let imquity stalk boldly, and uncensured, through the 
length and breadth of our territory? Rather let the warning voice 
be now heard, and the safeguards which a wise policy, and a steady 
and consistent aystem of legislation, may be able to throw around 
our rising community, encourage our sons and daughters to be chaste 
an virtuous ; to move forward on the pathway of life, with a high 
and, holy purpose, to prove themselves worthy of a name, and a 
place under that form of government guarantied to us by the toil 


“afd the blood of our veteran sires—a government, than all others on 


the wide earth, more liberal, more wise, more the asylum of the op- 
pressed ; the admiration of all nations—where the lowly and the 
obscure may rise to the highest stations of honor, and trust, measured 
by their merits alone. 

With this expression of their views, and under the firm belief that 
these sentiments will meet a hearty response in the minds and hearts 
of a candid and intelligent people, and commend themselves to the 
members of this assemby, your committee beg leave to return this 
bill to the Council, with an earnest recommendation that it do not

Ben- 
nett, for the construction of the foundation walle, at $21 per perch. 


The work of the foundation, as it now stands, was finished by that 
contractor, 25th July, 1858, and the measurement of the work, 
(extending from three tu four feet below the surface of the ground), 
was 438 perch, 12 1—4 fect, amounting at the contract price to $9,- 
213 87. From that sum, $300 was retained for some defective-and: 
unfinished work. a: 


The plan of the commissioncrs to erect the buildings of stone, in 
the Tonic order of architecture, by resolution of your honorable 
body, passed January 30th, 1854, was changed to wood, and “ the 
style of architecture, to that of Grecian Doric.”

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REPORT _ 


Of the Commissioners to erect the Territorial University. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory: 


The Commisssioners for constructing the Territorial University 
report as follows: 
That, on the 14th day of June, 1854, at Corvallis, late Marys- 


_ ville, in Benton county, James A. Bennett, John Trapp, and Jobn 


S. MelIteeny, were duly qualified and organized, ‘by electing James 
A. Bemett acting commissioner, and John S. Meltecny secretary 
of the board. That Joseph P. Fieidley, having tendered to the 
beard a donation of five acres of land, situated three-fomths of a 
mile from Corvallis, for a site for the University, the board, after 
a careful examination of the locality, and finding the land well 
adapted to its intended object, unanimously accepted the donation, 
and took from said Freidly a bond, in the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, conditioned to give a valid conveyance of said premises for the 
purpose aforesaid, provided the University should remain at Cor- 
valhs, on his receiving title. That, on the 17th of July, the board 
gave notice, as required by law, that they would receive proposals 
until the 28th day of August the next for the delivery of one hun- 
dred and twenty perch of stone and two hundred thousand brick, on 
the before named site for the University, such delivery to be com- 
pleted on or before the 28th of November, 1854; the contracts for 
which were awarded to James Kinney, he! being the lowest bidder 
who appeared to give bond, as required by law, and articles of agree- ` 
ment duly made with him therefor—the stone at $7 90 per perch, 
and the brick at $19 40 per thousand. ‘That said Kinney has de- 
livered the stone m pursuance of his contract, and ninety-five thou- 
sand and ninety one brick, but failed to deliver the remainder of the 
brick of the quality required by; the contract. That the stone and 
the brick delivered are now on the said University site, and proper 
care has been taken to protect the latter from the weather, by stack- 
ing and covering. ;

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REPORT 


OF the Commissioners to erect the Penitentiary. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Tertitory: | 


The commissioners having in charge the erection of the Peniten- 
tiary at Portland, beg leave to report that, with the means at their 
disposal, they have made the best possible progress with the work, 
so that by the first of January next, they hope to have six cells, 
completed for the reception of convicts, the cost of which will excce 
the amount of funds, m hand by about one thousand dollars, in- 
cluding the cost of covering it to protect the work. - i 

The present board of commissioners, coming into office after all 
the plans and specifications were decided upon, and a large propor- 
tion of the fund expended in peparing the ground for laying the 
foundation, have had little to do but urge forward as much of the 
superstructure as their means would allow. The principal difficulty 
they had to contend with was the procuring of suitable mateiial, 
that first prepared being, in their opinion, entirely unfit for use. 
Much of the season was consumed in fruitless efforts, until finally a 
quarry was found of ‘most superior quality, of blue stone, very much 
resembling granite in appearance, and probably not at all Inferior to 
it for building purposes. Every effort was at once made to procure 
the necessary quantity, since which the contractors have labored dili- 
gently to forward the work. It was the intention of the board to 
have the fund expended by the first of October, and so expressed by 
order to the contractors; but owing to the difficulties they had to 
encounter, and the want of means at the command of the board, it 
was deemed better to submit to delay than to attempt a re-letting. 
It is true that much time has been consumed in making compara- 
tively little progress; but when the cast of ground, and preparing 
it for the reception of the buildings, together with the difficulties 
incident to such a work in so new a country, are considered, much 
allowance no doubt should be made; but hereafter, should we be so 
fortunate as to be able to procure sufficient appropriation to continue, 
there will no excuse for delay, and the work can be carried on to a 
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speedy completion; for nearly one-half the outside foundation walls 
for the north wing are laid, and for four additional cells, so that a 


comparatively small appropriation will add largely, not only in ap- 


pearance, but in reality. 

It will be seen by reference to the accompanying account current, 
that the whole amount available by the present boaid on their taking 
charge of the work was fourteen thousand four bundied and forty- 
one dollars and eighty seveh cents, of which there has been expended 
eleven thousand two hundred and cighty-seven dollars and ninety- 
seven cents, leaving in hand the sum of three thousand one hundred 
and fifty-three dollars and ninety cents, with which to pay for the 
superstructure of six cells, and covering the work to protect at and 
render it available for the safe keeping of the convicts. As before 
remarked, this sum will be insufficient, leaving the fund about one 
thousand dollars in debt to the contractors. The duty of taking 
care of and providing for the safe keeping of the convicts having 
been devolved upon the board by your honorable body, they beg to 
submit a separate report, embodying such suggestions as in their 
judgment seem necessary for their future management. 

It may be proper to add that the fraction of land in controversy 
between the previous board and Mr. Stephen Coffin, remains the 
same as during the last session of your honorable body, although 
offers have been made to ascertain and define its value. 

All of which is respectfully subnutted.

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To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory : 


The commissioners for erecting a Penitentiary in Portland, having 
been assigned the care and safe keeping of the convicts, beg leave to 
report that, on taking charge of that, department, they found but 
three convicts m custody, one of whom escaped, and was not re-cap- 
tured, and there being no record of the past, were unable to ascer- 
tain precisely the previous action in regard to their management, and 
couscquently have had much difficulty in relation to bills contracted, 
and unsettled accounts generally, but finally have succeeded in clear- 
mg up and o ganiaing that department so far as possible in the ab- 
sence of all specific laws tor its government and 1egulation. 

As remarked, there were but thee convicts in charge at the begin- 
ning of the present year and one of them escaped, since which six 
more have been added, making the whole number at present eight; 
reecived as follows, viz: Three fiom Clackamas, two from Linn, one 
from Benton, one from Jackson, and one from Washington. Owing 
to the neccssaily inspfficient means of sccuring them, there has 
been thee escapes dung the season, all of which have been re-cap- 
tured; und fiom the means employed, we have full hopes of security 


“for the future. Wehave had much difficulty in securing the service 


of an efficient keeper, as, by a law passed by your honorable body 
at ity last session, fixing the salary of a keeper at six hundred dol- 
lars a year, so much below the standard of common labor, that no 
competent man could be secured without other induecments being 
offered, and even then, owing to the accumulation of convicts, it has 
been found decessary to employ an assistant to enable us to keep 
them employed according to law; which, however, will be paid out 
of the procéeds of -their labor. Being unable to employ,the convicts 
in the erection of the Penitentiary, and finding it difficult to procure 
steady employ at anything else, we deemed ıt advisable, and did, in 
the month of September last, advertise tor proposals and hire them 
to the highest bidder for the three months ensumg, at sixty-two and a 
half cents per day éach. Their health has been generally good, ex- 
cept those who came here with diseases already contracted, and even 
those are much better now than when received. During the year 
past, a building has been erected for the use of convicts, and the 
cost of cells incurred from time to time to meet the increasing want, 
so that in,a short time, more will have been paid for temporary cor - 
venience than would be required to make permanent improvements 
on the Penitentiary ground; therefore, the board have deemed it! 
best to procure the erection of a frame building, in connection with 
the enclosure of the Penitentiary, to be divided into cells, cook 

rooms, &c., and to be used in connection with the cells about being 
completed in the Penitentiary. The Building will be eighteen by 
thirty feet, two stories high, roughly but strongly built, and will fur- 
nish the necessary accommodation during the building of the Peniten- 
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tiary, and at its completion be well adapted for a work shop for the 
convicts. ‘There having been no provisions made by law for records 
being kept, or disbursements made by the board, all accounts being 
reqnired to be sent to the auditor, you are referred to his report for 
all expenses of the department. 

In connection with this report, the commissioners beg leave to call 
your attention to the necessity of suitable laws for the regulation 
and government of this particular department, and to such changes 
and provisions for the future as, in their judgment, seems called for 
-by its growing importance. At present, all the laws upon the sub- 
ject are so general in their character as to leave all acting parties m 
doubt as to their duty in matters of detail, devolving upon them re- 
sponsibilities, very embarrassing, and at the same time preventing 
that efficiency and promptness of action, so important in all the de- 
partments of the public service. 


First, while the whole matter is under the supervision of a resident 
board of commission, the keeper should be a competent business man, 
not only responsible to the board of conimission, but directly to the 
Legislature, and required to keep full and complete records of all 
his transactions, name, age, and deseription of each and every con- 
vict, his crime and sentence, expenditures for provisions, clothing, 
&c., su that at the close of each year he may make a full report. 
The services of such a man as would do credit to our Terutory, 
could probably not be procmed for less than fifteen hundred dollais, 
and an assistant keeper, accountable to the keeper, one-half that 
sum. All the necessary provisions and clothing to be furmshed at 
the expense of the Territory, and dealt out by the keeper, instead 
of boarding by the week, as is the case now; a suitable uniform for 
the convicts, by which they may be known and distinguished. ‘These, 
and such corresponding provisions as will readily suggest themselves 
to your honorable body to complete a system, will, in the estimation 
of this board, reduce instead of add to the expense of the depart- 
ment, by saving more than enough in the economy of its manage- 
ment to pay the extra expense in salaries. 


They would also respectfully suggest and urge upon your honora- 
ble body the extreme importance of providing, even at the expense 
of the Territory, a suitable house for the keeper, with the necessary 
store-room for the accommodation of the Penitentiary. Such a 
house could be erected adjoinmg the north end of the north wing, 
witb a cellar and sub-cellar complete and commodious, at a cost of 
say five thousand dollars, which, when completed, would be of 
the greatest utility and convenience, and it is earnestly hoped that 
you may see the importance of spedily providing it. 

In conclusion, your attention is called to the fact before suggested, 
i. e. the difficulty of securing an efficient keeper at the present. low 
salary fixed by law. The present keeper, My. Sloane, was only in- 
duced to act in that capacity by the firm belief that the approach- 
ing Legislature would at least grant him as much as he could pro- 
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cure in other pursuits, and he is now awaiting your action; and we 
take pleasure in attesting lis capability and adaptation to his 
position.

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MESSAGE. 


Fellow Citizens of the Council and House of Representatives è 


I have Jearned, unofficially however, of your action by joint reso- 
lution, requesting me ‘‘ to communicate to the Assembly, during the 
session, any plans, or suggestions, by which the perpetrators of the 
massacre of a portion of the immigation of Jast season, near Fort 
Boise, may be speedily brought te justice.” I have hitherto ab- 
stained from making any, communication in answer thereto, in the 
hope of receiving some intelligence from the proper department of 
the general government, in relation to the subject, that might tend to 
indicate the most judicious line of action to be pursued, and impart 
to your legislation completeness and efficiency. ‘The repeated failure 
of the mails have defeated the reasonable expectation { had enter- 
tained in this particular. 


You are very recently from among those who have invested you 
with authority, and it is to be presumed you are familianwith the 
opinions and desires of tre people concerning the melancholy event, 
the subject matter of your resolution, and no doubt will exci cise your 
fullest.powers in the adoption of such measures as will best fulfil the 
pubhe expectation. 

The punishment of crime and ageression, committed by Indians, 
most certainly belongs to the United States, but circumstances have 
transpired, and will continue to occur, creating exigencies of that 
character and lnportance requiring immediate and decisive action. 
‘The people who have constituted the flonticr settlers of the Union, 
from the fact of their remote position and constant hability to Indian 
depredation and hostility, have ever been characterized by a becom- 
ing alacrity in defending themselves, by the prompt infliction of a 
proper chastisement of Indian tribes who conspired aguinst their 
welfare and security. Tt is not surprising, therefore, that the people 
of Oregon, who are mainly composed of the hardy pioneers of the 
western States of the Union, should manifest the lke characteristic. 
Before the power of the federal government was extended over this 


i 
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country. occasim had made it the necessity of our people to repel 
Tuclian hostility, and since, when the protection and safety supposed 
to be consequent upon that extension of power, proves to be inade- 
quate, or ineficient, and their relatives and friends are slaughtered 
by Inkan perfidy, while on the peaceful journey of immigration, to 
make permanent homes anang them, and to associate intimately with 
their interests, they could nut be expected to remain passive and in- 
different, and make no effoit to cancel the common obligation of our 
manhood. f - , 

Shoutd no information be reeeived that would lead to the certain 
conclusion that the federal government proposed to take speedy and 


effectual measures for tee apprehension and punishment of the mur- - 


dcrerg, and ta afford that protection along the immigrant trails con- 
ducting Into the settlements of Oregon, which is so imperatively 
requisite, I would respectfully suzgest, whether Congress makes an 
appropriation for the payment of the expenses incident theretd, or 
whether they are defraytd by the people of the Territory, that you 
authorize the enrollment and equipment of an expedition, to comprise 
not more than one battalion, to go forward in the spring, or as soon 
as. practicable, to occupy the country between the Grande Ronde and 
Fort Hall, and by every means possible, hunt down and apprehend 
the Indians concerne'l in the murder of immigrants in the viemity of 
Fort Boise, on the 2')th of August last. i 

While it may not be substantiated that any of the employees of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company were guilty of criminal conduct in con- 
nection with the deplorable occurrence of the massacre, still it is a 
matter of serious regret that such a powerful foreign monopoly is left 
to exert its Influence in the heart of the Indian country. Whatever 
that influence may be, it is not national. and it imparts no strength 
to our laws. ‘The passage of a memorial to Conmess, calling for 
the immediate pm chast-oft their interest, and their retirement beyond 
our bountlary, would scem to be a measure highly expedient and 
proper under the circumstances. 

I transmit, herewith, the reparts of the Commissary General, and 
Assistant Qauater Master General, as to the operations and expenses 
of their respective departments, meident to the effort made to organ- 
izo an expedition m September last, after the receipt of the news of 
the massacre. 

. I beg to assure yon of my sincere disposition to co-operate with 
you in such measures as may be conducive to the merited chastise- 
ment of offensive Indians, nnd the safe passage of immigrants fiom 
the States to our growing ‘Territory.

Barlow, for thirty bushels of oats, delivered for use of Com- 
missary’s Department, at $1 per bushel, $30; all o£ whichis nowin = *- 
the hands of the Commissary General, subject to your direction, or 
that of the Legislative body of this Territory, except a portion of 
: the oats, and three of the sheep, which has been used for the benefit 

of this department. A proposition, however, bas been made to me 

by W. F. Tolmie, and, after a consultation with your Excellency, 

accepted on my part, to cancel the contract for the remaining ninety 

seven sheep, giving the obligation of this department to W. F. 

Tolmie for $50 damage. On these terms Mr. Tolmic’s agent agreed 

to receive back the sheep, bat up to this date, they have not been 

called for. :

To the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon: 


"We “Act to provide for the public printing, and the distribution 
of the lews and journals,” requires tlre Territorial Printer to cause 
to be printed one thousand cousand copies of the Jaws, gencral and 
special, of each session of the Assembly. In pursuance of the re- 
quirements of that act, the undersigned caused to be printed and 
bound one thousand copies of the Jaws of a general nature (the 
special laws being appended, by direction of the Assembly, to the 
Journal of the House) enacted at the last session, in the City of 
New York. Five hundred copies of the same werÑ forwarded via the 
Isthmus, by Express, for immediate distiibution. In view of the 
heavy expense of that mode of transportation, the Secretary of the 
Territory concuried in the propriety of shipping the remaining five 
hundred copies vid Cape Horn, by which equally safe route they 
would be received as early as desired... With lis sanction, I therc- 
fore shipped five hundred copics on clipper to San Francisco, with 
instructions to Messrs. Abernethy, Clark & Co., of that city, to 
forward on steamer to Oregon. They were received at San Francisco, 
and placed upon the steamship Southerner, and in consequence of 
the casualty which bas happened to that vessel, I fear the books are 
lost or so damaged as to be unfit for use. If so, the matter must 
all be re-set, as the work was not stereotyped. 

Tt occurs to me that the acts of your present session would be 
placed m a more enduring and convenient form, if comprised in the 
bount volume of statutes stead of a sinall pamphlet, while the work 
would be thus rendered more valuable and useful. If your Honor- 
able Body should so consider, the undersigned would_respectfully 
pray for the passage of a resolution reducing the order for the gen- 
eral laws of the last session from one thousand to five hundred comes, 
(the printer receiving pay for the latter number only,) and provide for 
re-printing an additional five hundred copies, with the emendations 
and additions made at the present session, and for the granting of 
such partial compenaation as in your julgment the service rendered 
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the Territory, by including such emendations and.additions, shall 
warrant. ' 

And he likewise prays for authority from your Honorable Body 
to append the Statutes of a specigl.nature enacted by you to 


the Journal of one of your Houses, as last year.

Statement of facts made by Jahn P, Gaines, late Governor, in rela- 
tion to the disposition made by him of the Five Thousand Dol- 
lars in question. ; : 


“The sum of five thousand dollars was, by act of Congress, ap- 
propriated, and placed in his hands, (see act of Congress, August 
1848, page 35, section 15, in the Oregon Statutes), to be applied by 
the Governor, to the erection of suitable. buildings at the séat. of 

government. C gaie > 
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This sum was by-him tendered to the Legislative Assembly, at 
the called session, as per message, dated July 26th, 1852. 

Again, by regular message, dated Deceml er 11th, 1852, he alludes 
to the previous message, and makes suggestion for a jomt action of 
the Governor and Legislative Assembly, in the disposition of the five 
thousand dollars, and the twenty thousand dollars subsequently 
appropriated. 

Extract from message, is in these words, alluding to the five 
thousand dollars ; 

* This sum remains unexpended, and it will afford me great plea- 
sure to unite it with the twenty thousand dollars, appiopriated by 
Congress to the same object, provided it be the pleasure of the As- 
sembly to proceed at once to the expenditure of the latter sum.’? 

On the appointment of the commissioners to superintend the eec- 
tion of public buildings, at the seat of government, by the act of the 
Assembly, passed January 1853, and after the commissioners had 
entered upon the discharge of their duties, the Governor proposed to 
expend the five thousand dollars upon the same bulding which the 
commissioners were proceeding to erect, and at his request, work 
was designated in and upon the building, not contracted for by the 
commissioners, for which the Governor made a contract with Wm. 
H. Rector, for the expenditure of the five thousand dollars. 

Said contract is now on file in the Executive Office, and is here- 
with furnished, by a copy attached, (marked <A). 

This contract was entered into by the Governor, for the expendi- 
ture of the said five thousand dollars, in the performance of work, 
furnished and estimated by the commissioners, at the request of the 
Governor, as per Bill ef Estimates, a copy of which, m the hands 
of John P. Gaines, is hefewi{h furnished and attached, (marked B.) 

This paper of estimates was made by the commissioners, at the 
request of the Governor, so that if there was five thousand dollars 
worth of work that could be done, without interfering with other 
work on the building, he could execute a contract for the performance 
of the same, if he could find a contractor to undertake the same for 
him, at the price estimated by the commissioners; and as upon an 
estimate of so much work, made by the commissioners, he would 
make a contract to that amount, without the delay or expense of ad- 
vertising ; and the said estimate was so made by the commissioners, 
certifying that at that time, the work therein included, was not un- 
reasonable at the price of five thonsand dollars. 

Upon John P. Gaines leaving the office of Governor, he stated to 
his successor, General Lane, and afterwards to Geo. L. Curry, 
Acting Governor, the condition and amount of this contract with 
Mr. Rector, and that hé had paid to Mr. Rector, upon the same, 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars, and-that the other twenty- 


five huudred dollars was in his hands, and that he would turn the ` 


same over as soon as he had an order from the Department author- 
izing him to do so. (In which statement~Gov. Curry concurs.) 
Before any order to that effect was recvived, Goy. Gaines left for 
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the States; and in the event that an order might come in his 

absence, the money—twenty-five hundred dollars—was left in the

"Articles of Agreement, made and entered into, this 16th day of 
May, 1853, by and between E. M. Barnum, President of the Board 


- of Commissioners to superintend the erection of Public Buildings at 


the Seat of Government of the Territory of Oregon on the one part, 
and W. C. Griswold, of the county of Marion, and Territory atore- 
said, of the other part, 

Witnesseth, That the said Griswold, for the considerations here- 
after mentioned, does for himself, his heirs, executors and adminis- 


- trators, covenant and agree with the said Barnum, President as 


aforesaid, and his successors in office, that he, the said Wiliam C. 
Griswold, will furnish, construct and erect, in s.good and workman- 
like manner, well and substantially, the entire stone walls, (main and 
parti), for the State House of the said Territory, agreeably to, and 
in accordance with the specifications and plans m the ofice of the 
said President of the Board, a copy of which said specifications are 
hereto attached, and made part of this agreement. 

And the said E. M. Barnum, President as aforesaid, for and on 
behalf of the Commissioners aforesaid, and his and their successors 
in office, covenants and agrees with the said Griswold, to give or 
cause to be given unto him, his heirs, executors, administrators. or

Specifications of stone work for main walls of State House above 
the water table. 


1. ‘The walls from water table to top of second floor joist, 19 feet 
- in height, are to be 2 feet thick; from said second floor joist: to the 
entablature, 18 fect in height, are to be 18 inches thick; and thence 
to topof wall, or to lower edge of roof timbers, 6 feet 6 inches in 
height, are to be 22 inches thick, the 4 inches projection on entabla- 
lature to be on external face of wall. > 

2. The antaes, as shown in drawings, to project from main wall 
4 inches, and be 4 feet in breadth; the base of same to consist of 
simple torus, fillet, and cavetts, as shown in drawing C and G.

This is an account c` grubbing 
and excavating the ground. Proposals for the work were published 
by the board ; nine tenders were received, varying for the work, as 
done, from $15,502, the highest, to $3,290, the offer of Frush ; the 
next lowest being that%of L. Carter and D. H. Lownsdale, $4,734. 
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Contract was made with Frush 26th April, 1853. This required” 
“fall the work to be done under the supervision of the acting com- 
missioner of the board.” By the testimony it appears that Mr. 
King, the acting commissioner, pointed out to intending contractors 
the work he required to be done; that Frush, in June, 1853, com- 
pleted the work to the satisfaction and acceptance of the acting’ 
commissioner, although. no written acceptance was given, until 25th 
January, 1854; that the acting commissioner directed him to cut | 
dows, rather than to take out, some stumps, part situated in a deep 
Ich, part between the site and the river—both places being then! 
intended to be filled up and covered with earth—part situate between

to be removed; that it would have cost but a trifle more to have

_ This sum includes the per diem as commissioner, fifty days at five 
dollars per day, making two hundred and fifty dollars, and services 
as acting commissioner, seventy-five days at five dollars per day, 
three hundred and seventy-five dollars. The charge of three hundred 
and seyénty-five dollars is claimed for the reasons set forth in, Mr- 
King’s’ statement: annexed, and on the ground that while acting as 
commmissioner, at other times than the meetings of board, he was 
entitled to that rate of per diem. That Mr. King as acting com- 
missioner, before the Board could decide whether to bund with brick 
of stone, deemed it necessary to make ‘search and inquiry for suita- 
ble stone, and for that purpose visited Astoria, Oak Pot, Clacka- 
mas, &c., and laid out moneys in expenses in prosecuting inquiries, 
is admitted; and also, that such information was reqmred, before 
the board could act understandingly. Itis the form of this charge 
rather than its substance, which seems objectionable. The act hmits 
the compensation of commissioners to five dollarsfor each day they 
shall serve, at any meeting of the board; with the further sum of 
one hundred dollais to the acting commissioner, per annum.

Sir : Permit me to state to you the reason that induced the board 
to allow themselves pay for time other than when the board was in 
session. In the fifth section of the law in which we were appointed 
commissioners, it states that the commissioners should superintend 
ali the work, and see to the fulfilment of all of the eontracts for the 
erection of the Penitentiary. It will be remembered that there was 
a stipulated sum of one thousand dollars in the bill when it was 
introduced, and the amendment, was offered to reduce the sum to one 
hundred dollars. The reason offered was, that the acting commis- 
sioner would receive five dollars per day for every day he was em- 
ployed in the same; and it was on that ground that the salary was 
reduced to one huddred dollars. It was well known that it was not 
expected any person would perform the duty imposed by law for the 
sum named as salary in the bill. At the organization the Governor 
* was present, and he entertained the same view; and I had never 
heard-that view questioned until last winter. That the time was 
spent as charged and allowed by the board, I believe-1s not ques-* 
tioned. ‘The money expense, in travelling m the performance of my 
duty, amounts to over one hundred and fitty-one dollars,* which has- 
neither been charged or allowed—nothing but the time spent per day. 
In the report of the board of commissioners, the board referred the- 
Logislature to that point, asking that a different law should be passe

The act, passed January 28, 1853, entitled “£ An Act supplemen «` 
tary to an act, entitled an act to provide for.the selection of places 
for the location and erection of the Public Buildings of the Terri- 
tory of Oregon; ” Section Ist,..constitutes three persons therein 
named, the Board, of Commissioners for the construction of the 
Penitentiary. : 

Mr. Norris is not one-of the three so named and appointed. He 
came into the board by appointment, made by the Governor of the 
Territory, under the fourth section of the act, upon the declination 
of Nathamiel Ford to accept the office of commissioner. After Mr. 
Norris became a member of the board, he was chosen to fill the gec- 
retarysnp. He did not suggest his own name, nor did he vote~for 
himself tor the place. His appointment as secretary, was therefore 
the result of action by the board, without his participation. 

The act does not, in express. terms, authorise the election of a 
secretary to the board. It does not say that a secretary..shall be 
chosen. It designates no mode by which he may be.thosen. But 
the tenor of the whole act plainly indicates that it wis not only the 
intention of the Legislature that some person should be had as sec- 
retary, but that the Legislature intended to make it the duty of the 
board itself, to elect such officer’ in the mode they might elect. _ 

Section 7th, of the act, speaks of the ‘* secretary of the board.” 
It is conclusive as. to the aforementioned intention of the Legislative 
Assembly ; and as that body did not itself name the person who 
should fill the office, nor pointed out the particular mode of his elec- 
tion, nor conferred upon the Governor of the Territory the power to 
appoint, we claim that it was the duty of the board itself, to make 
the election, and the board having elected Mr. Norris, that his-eleé=” 
tion is good and valid. The business for which the board of com- 


t 
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missioners was constituted, could not be prosecuted without a secre- 


tary. 

Section 7th, defines one of the duties of this officer, showmg the 
absolute necessity for his existence. A secretary being absolutely 
necessary, and there being no power to make the appomtment, but 
that which is inherent in the board itself, the next step is to inquire 
who was capable of receiving such appointment. 

In the-act itself, there is nothing of a directory or restrictive char- 
acter, ag to the choice of a persoh for the place. ‘The act does not 

rovide that a member of the board should fill the office, neither is 
there anything in it tending to demonstrate that it was the intention 
of the Legislature that one of the members of the board should* be 
chosen thereto, neither is there anythmg in the act prohibiting the 


of its members to thé secietaryship. 

Mr. Norris, as commissioner, is one personage—Mr. Norris, as 
secretary, is another—a different and distinct person officially. The 
duties of Mr. Norrris, as commissiorier, are certain, fixed and pre- 
scribed by the Legislature. A compensation is established by the 
‘act for those services. As commissioner, Mr. Norris was under no 

: obligation to perform the duties of the secretary ; not more so than 
would E. F. have been under obligation to do and perform the labor 
of commissioner, when he was only the secretary to the board. __ 

The complete duties of the secretary were not prescribed by law. 
That matter was left, to some extent, in the hands of the board. It 
could not have been the intention of the Legislature, that the secre- 
tary should perform the duties of the office, without a reasonable 
compensation therefor. Whatever Mr. Norris performed in the line 
of duty ss secretary, and what such services were reasonably worth, 
that he.is clearly entitled to have. s: 

‘Phe board claimed to have authority to elect the secretary; to 
prescribe certain duties, labor or services which he should perform 5 
avid under the act itself, to fix the compensation for the werk so done

How. Gro. L. Curry, Governor of Oregon: 


Sir: In acoordancé<with the suggestion of Governor Davis, 
the questiong of the right of Mr. S. Norris, one of the late commise 
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sioners of the Penitentiary, to be paid for services performed ag 
& sécretary’? to the board of Penitentiary commissioners, and of 
Mr. W. M. King to be paid for extra services rénderéd as “ acting 
commissioner,” have been submitted to the district court of Wash- 
iugton county, and considered and decided on written statements of 
the facts and arguments, as follows : 


In the case of Mr. Norris, the court decide, that as the board 
could not draw money from the treasury, without an order, counter- 
signed by the secretary, it was necessary to the discharge of their 
duties that they should have such an officer; and as no mode was 
provided for the appointment of such officer, the duty of appointing 
one necessarily devolved on the board; that the power to employ a 
secretary includes the power to make him a compensation m the 
absence of any law to the contrary, also the power tovekercise their 
owh discretion in respect to the person to be appointed; that they 
could select and employ one of their own number for that purpose, 
since the duties of the employment are not inconsistent with his 
duties as a roember of the board; and, indeed, it might be more dis- 
creet to entrust the books, contracts, and recards in the hands of a 
member of the board, than in the hands of a stranger; and so the 
court were of opinion that the board had authority to compensate

The joint committee, to whom was referred a message from His 
Excellency the Governor, in relation to the massacre of a portion of 
the immigrants of last scason near Fort Boise by Indians, report— 

Your committee have had the same under consideration until this 
Jate hour of the session, hoping that the mails fiom the United States 
would arrive and bring some official intelligence of the action of tie 
geveral government in the premises. 

Your committee, within the last two or three days, have received 
a copy of a communication from the Secretary of War of the United 
States to the Hon. Joseph Lane, dated Washington City, November 
27th, 1854, in relation to the late massacre of immigiants by the 
Snake Indians, which is herewith submitted. 

Your edmmittee, in view of the contemplated action by the gen- 
eral government, set forth in the communication alluded to, and en- 


tertaming doubts as to the policy of any action on the pat of this ` 


Legislative Assembly in the premises, would thercfore recommend 
that no action be taken by this Assembly calling out volunteers, be- 
lieving that in case the general government should not furnish the 
mecessary forces required for the protection of the immigrants the 
coming season, and to bring to justice those Indians that weie en- 
gaged in the inhuman massacre, the Governor 1s fully clothed with 
the necessary authority to meet any and all exigencies, that he could 
have by any act of this Assembly. Your committee are of opinion 
that in case the general government should not place upon the sev- 
eral immigrant 1outes a considei able armed force early in the spring, 
that the Governor should and will call out the necessary forces to 
give protection to the immigrants, and to bilug those Indians speedily 
to justice who were engaged in the massacre of Alexander Waid 
ind others, near Fort Boise.

Dear Srr—I beg leave to call your attention to the act of the 
last Territorial Legislature, prombiting the sale of arms and ammu- 
nition to Indians. , 

It appears to me that the relations existing between whites and 
Indians west of the Cascade Mountains, are such as no longer to 
require the enforcement of that act, and, as a matter of justice, it 
one to be repealed, so far as applicable to them. Evil disposed 
Indian’ have obtained, and will continue to obtain ammunition and 

make sale of it to those who wish to do harm; but inasmuch as 
treaties have been entered into with nearly all the bands and tribes 
tween the coast and Cascade Mountains, for the extinguishment 

_ of their title, and our relations with them placed on a firm basis, it 
is believed this restriction may be removed, without endangering the 
peace and safety of our citizens. Nor does there appear to be any 
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necessity for this law as regards the Indians on the coast, as treaties 
of peace have been entered into with all these tribes. 

In portions of the country the Indians are as abundantly supplied 
with arms and ammunition as formerly, whilst in other districts, 
they are left destitute of the only means by which they are able to 
obtain subsistence for their families. ‘The bow and arrow, in some 
districts, have long been out of use, and were it:not so, the -great 
draw upon the stock of wild game which has.formerly been so abun- 
dant, by the white men, and the consequent thinness of the little 
left, renders it impracticable to obtain a sufficiency of food, and they 
are left no alternative but to beg, steal or starve, and whilst the two 
former are sometime found unsuccessful, and profit them but little, 
the latter is regarded ds a hard task when the means to prevent it 
is at hand, hence to the great annoyance of our citizens, their effects 
and property are stolen by these hungry beings frem sheer necessity, 
and constant excitement and petty annoyances kept up to the immi- 
nent danger of whole neighborhoods. 

I would, by no means, have ever recommended its repeal, so far ag 
applicable to the Indians east of the Cascade Mountains. Doubt- 
less portions of those tribes bordering our settlements might not 
abuse its privileges, but to apen the whole field might endanger the 
safety of our remote settlements, and render -the-task of chastising 
those interior tribes, who have been so Jong committing depredations 
upon our immigration, more hazardous and difficult: ,I have, in a 
few instances, licensed persons to sell ammunition to Indians, in lim- 
ited. quantities, but it is claimed by other traders to be a system of 


_ favoritism, and doubtless used, in some instances, by those licensed, 


to so monopolise as to demand am exhorbitant price. 

I have regarded the subject, of so much importance to the Indians 
situated in the settlements, and from whom we need fear no danger, 
as to justify me in calling your attention to the subject, and ask that 
you may bring the matter before the Legislature, for their conside- 
yatoin.
